N Our problem in teaching is the 
same as that of every other experienced 
and successful golf instructor; finding and 
fitting the best method to the individual 
pupil. 

There are many details of good golf that 
generally apply, despite the differences in 
the golfers. 

Throughout this helpful guide to Christ- 
mas shopping at your pro shop we pass 
along to you helpful points collected by the 
golf magazines, Golfing and Golfdom. 

These ideas come from professionals, 
ourselves among them, whose collective ex- 
perience involves more than a million les- 
sons—and no telling how many hours of 
pro playing, practice and study. 

Naturally, considering the personal 
character of golf instruction, we cannot 
say that every one of these ideas applies 
to every golfer. 

But, you will find these comments in- 
teresting and helpful and we'll be very glad 
to discuss any of them with you. 


THE GRIP 


The correct grip must keep action of both 
your hands balanced so your right hand 
won't overpower your left. 

* * * 

A common fault is to have the grip too 
much in the palms of the hands. You must 
bear in mind that the speed of the swing 
when the club is in the hitting zone is re- 
tarded if you have a tight palm grip. 

ca * * 


Usually the first place to look for the 
source of slices or hooks is in the grip. 
The right hand too much on top of the 
shaft is a frequent cause of slices, and hav- 
ing the right hand too much under the 
shaft accounts for many unwanted hooks. 

* * * 

To set your hands so they work closely 

and freely together have your left thumb on

the upper rear quarter of the club grip and 
the butt of your right thumb snugly over 
your left thumb. 

* * * 

The overlapping grip, commonly known 
as the Vardon grip, is best for golfers with 
hands of common size and strength. But 
there are numerous instances of men, 
women and youngsters having small hands 
and short fingers, requiring the “baseball” 
grip which has no overlapping or interlock- 
ing of fingers. 

Your pro shop staff will be glad to de- 
termine what grip is most suitable to you. 
* * * 

In the great majority of cases the hands 
should be placed on the club so the Vs of 
the thumbs and forefingers point about to 
the right ear. 

* % * 

The right elbow getting too far away 
from the body in the backswing often is 
caused by a faulty grip—usually by hav- 
ing the right hand too much on top of the 
shaft. 

* * * 

A feeling that you are holding the club 
firmly (but not frozen) under control with 
the last two fingers of your left hand and 
the first two fingers of your right hand will 
help you to get good hand action. 


THE ADDRESS 


Stand fairly upright, with your knees 
slightly bent and completely unlocked, on 
the longer shots. 

* * * 

How far you should stand from the line 
of flight is determined by the lie and length 
of a club properly fitted to you for the shot. 

* * * 


Reaching out for the ball with your hands 
too far from your body makes it practically 
impossible to get correct shoulder action.

Be sure that your toes, at address, are 
pointed so your body can turn freely and 
your weight be shifted, on the medium and 
long shots that require body action. 


Generally, foot structure is such that 
having the toes pointed slightly outward 
permits the desired foot, leg and body 
action. 

* * co 

Stand for the medium and long shots with 
your feet about as far apart as your 
shoulders so you can get body action and 
transfer of weight without losing balance. 

a a % 

The shorter shots are played with the 
shoulders, arms and wrists. You don’t want 
body action in these shots so you stand with 
your feet only a few inches apart. 

* % * 

For the wood and long iron shots your 

hands are about in a line with the ball. 


In addressing the shorter shots with 
lofted clubs your hands are ahead of the 
ball and the club shaft is about in line with 
your left arm. The reason for this is that 
the lowest part of the arc of the swing 
of these short pitch or chip shots should 
be a bit ahead of the ball. 


Have your weight evenly distributed 
from the toes to the heels of your feet and 
you'll find it easier to stay in balance. 

Many golfers find they can keep from 
swaying their bodies and losing good bal- 
ance if they turn their chins to the right 
when addressing the ball and “take aim” 
on the ball with the left eye. 


THE SWING 


Most golfers who don’t hit the ball well 
start the swing with their hands instead 
of with foot action. 

* * ® 

The indicators of good foot action are 
the knees. In the backswing your left knee 
should move until it points several inches 
back of the ball—NOT AT THE BALL! 
That will help you get the body turn you 
need. The downswing begins with simul- 
taneous action of your left foot coming 
firmly to the ground and your right knee 
moving smartly toward the ball. 

* * * 

The most common error of average 
golfers is beginning the downswing with 
hand action. 

A slight pause at the top of the back- 
swing will help the majority of golfers.

During that pause make sure that the 
last two fingers of your left hand are 
closely, but not with stiffening tightness, 
around the club. 

Then start your downswing with foot ac- 
tion that gives you the necessary body turn. 
Doing that will naturally delay your hand 
action until it occurs spontaneously at the 
right place and time. 

* * * 

You'll find it easier to keep your head 
steady without getting stiff-necked, and to 
get correct shoulder action, by turning un- 
til your left shoulder touches your chin 
in the backswing, and retaining your head 
position until your right shoulder touches 
your chin in the downswing. 

* * * 

The backswing is definitely a swinging 
of the club with your back turning clock- 
wise. The downswing is entirely a swing 
until your hands get about on a level with 
your hips then it’s a swing with your arms 
and a hit with your hands. 

a a * 

The feel, rather than the mechanical de- 
tails, is the baffling habit to acquire in get- 
ting a good golf swing. Many times the 
right feel of the swing is acquired by pupils 
who think of the left arm—comfortably 
extended but not stiffened—as controlling 
the radius of the swing, and the action of 
the right arm and right side as being al- 
most identical with the action of throwing 
a ball underhanded. 


SAND SHOTS 


You'll get out of the bunker onto the 
green if you will take an open stance... 
have your left hand a bit more on top of 
the shaft than usual... play the clean lies 


about even with your left heel ... keep 
your left arm fairly straight ... get wrist 
action early in your backswing .. . keep 


your head steady as you hit into the sand 
behind the ball .. . and keep the club going 
through the sand until you get a good fol- 
low-through. 


APPROACH SHOTS 


Play the pitch and chip shots with an 
open stance and your weight mainly on 
your left foot. 

Have your hands, at address, well in front 
of the ball. 

Hit down at these shots and let the loft of 
the club lift the ball. 

Keep your head steady and your body 
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out of these shots. They’re played with 
your shoulders and arms working smoothly. 


IN THE ROUGH 


A grip that’s too tight accounts for most 
shots that are misplayed in the rough. 

In planning your shot out of the rough 
think of putting the ball in position that 
will make your next shot easy. 


PUTTING 


Keep your head perfectly steady in put- 
ting. Listen, rather than look, for the putt 
to drop. 

* * * 

Most of the consistently good putters 
putt with very little or no wrist action. 
They putt from their shoulders. 

* * * 

There are many variations of stance and 
grip used by good putters but always with 
the idea of making it easier for them to 
keep the face of the putter square to the 
line of the putt. 

* * * 

A common experience among experts 
and average golfers is that when the grip 
of the putter unconsciously becomes tight 
putting becomes bad. 

* * * 

Almost all the short putts that are 
missed are “babied” instead of being tapped 
with crisp delicacy. 

* * * 

You'll miss a putt farther short of a hole 
or past it than you will miss the sides of 
the hole. That should remind you to face 
your putter as accurately as you can, have 
a method that will keep the putter face 
square, then concentrate on the slow, low 
backswing and stroke required to take the 
ball the right distance.

The heavy exercise clubs and weighted 
wood head-covers are very effective in 
teaching the feel of the swing. 

Take a few swings with them the next 
time you are in your pro shop and let us 
point out what special benefit practice 
with these devices can give you. 

* * ae 

When you are practicing putting in- 
doors it’s a good idea to have a thread on 
your rug or putting carpet that will help 
you stroke your putter with its face 
square to the line of the putt. 


One very valuable golfing habit you can 
acquire by winter practice is that of plac- 
ing your feet with uniform correctness in 
relation to the ball and the desired direc- 
tion of the shot. 

We've noticed that most golfers who 
score 85 or above often make it impossi- 
ple to get the shot they want, even before 
they begin to swing. This usually is the 
result of not having the habit of playing 
each type of shot with the ball properly 
placed with reference to the stance.

To cut down your waist line and give 
strength and tone to the abdominal mus- 
cles, and get the habit of pivoting cor- 
rectly, do this exercise a few minutes each 
day: 

Stand as though you are addressing a 
golf ball, easily upright, knees a wee bit 
pent, head down, and with your arms 
close to your sides and elbows bent so the 
shaft of a golf club is held against your 
back by your bent elbows. 


Put your hands against your stomach. 


Have the feeling of your shoulders be- 
ing loose. 


Then make your pivot by turning your 
left knee so it points to the right of where 
the ball would be if you were playing 
golf, and reverse your body turn by the 
prisk action of pointing your right knee 
toward a spot ahead of the ball. 


This will get you into the habit of cor- 
rectly turning your body and shifting 
weight in your body turn, instead of 
swaying to the right and left. 


It will help you to learn proper foot 
action and how to maintain sound balance 
and steady head position. 


If you don’t understand this exercise, 
we'll show it to you in the pro shop. It’s 
one that a lot of pros take for eliminat- 
ing the belt bulge—that is, when their 
wives insist. 


Golf Etiquette 
Means Safety 


BOUT the best way for you to teach 
golfers the etiquette of golf is to 
remind them that in most cases where 
courts have found golfers guilty of re- 
sponsibility for injuries these golfers 
failed to observe the primary require- 
ments of golf etiquette. 
* * * 

Before you take a practice swing al- 
ways look around you. 

There may be some other player or 
caddy near you and unmindful of the fact 
that you are going to swing the club. 

More injuries result from practice 
swings than from wild shots. 

* * * 

Always shout “fore” before you address 
a ball when anyone is possibly within the 
range of a wild shot. 

Get in the habit of refusing to shoot 
when the caddies are too near a side of a 
fairway ahead of you and liable to be 
heedless of a stray shot. 

* * * 

Stay at least even with other players 
or, preferably, behind them, You never 
can tell when a shanked shot or a fast 
one off the heel of the club will endanger 
anyone ahead of a player.

When you are in the woods, or when 
a tree or obstruction is fairly close to you 
and between you and the target of your 
shot, play an easy shot safely to position 
your ball for the next shot. 

In that way you'll not only avoid the 
danger of injury to yourself or others but 
in 99 cases out of a hundred save your- 
self a stroke or several. 

* * * 

The pro or amateur who plays in the hot 
sun without wearing a hat or cap is taking 
a thoughtless risk, according to doctors. 

* * * 

Another thing about wearing a hat or 
cap to shade the head and eyes is that the 
shade makes the judgment of distance and 
of the line of the putt more accurate. The 
record scores generally are made on the 
somewhat cloudy days. 

* * * 

Read the paragraphs about “Protection 
of Persons Against Lightning on Golf 
Courses’ which appear in the Rules of 
Golf book. Otherwise you may take per- 
ilous and absolutely unnecessary risks.
